BUDGET  REQUEST 

The  budget  request  for  fiscal  1966-6?  has  started  through  the  maze. 
The  January  l8th  meeting  of  the  Library  Commission  approved  a  budget  of 
$3,591t102  which  would  be  an  increase  of  u>5l8,OCO  over  the  current  budget. 
Included  in  this  request  are  33  new  positions:     9  professional  librarians 
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21  clerical  positions,  a  watchman,  a  janitor  sub-foreman,  and  our  famous 
investigator  of  overdue  books.    The  budget  request  also  included  an  in- 
crease of  ii>150,000  in  the  book  budget,  $25,000  more  for  subscriptions 
and  $8,000  more  for  McNaughton  books.

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ANNA  E.  WADEN  BRANCH  UNDER  WAY 

Frank  Clarvoe,  Secretary  of  the  Library  Commission,  reports  that  the 
City  haa  obtained  title  to  the  site  for  the  Anna  E.  Waden  Branch.  Negotia- 
tions toward  purchase  of  the  property  at  3rd  Street  and  Revere  began  over 
two  years  ago. 

Anna  E.  Waden  worked  for  the  City  Health  Department  for  over  ^0  years 
as  a  stenographer;  her  highest  salary  was  $285  per  month.    She  died  in  1959 
and  her  will  left  over  $185,000  to  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  equipping  a  public  library  to  be  called  the  Anna  E.  Waden  Library .Since 
her  death  the  estate  has  grown  to  more  than  $260,000. 

The  Library  Commission  will  probably  select  an  architect  at  their 
April  5  meeting  and  the  new  library  should  be  completed  within  two  years. 
The  Anna  E.  Waden  Library  will  replace  the  Bayview  Branch  which  is  pre- 
sently housed  in  a  rented  storefront  about  a  block  from  the  site  for  the 
new  library. 

NATIONAL  LIBRARY  WEEK  PLANS  ADVANCE 

NLW  Committee  members  are  hard  at  work  and  it  looks  like  another  out- 
standing program.    Paul  Goodman,  author  of  "Growing  Up  Absurd"  et  al,  will 
be  the  speaker  at  the  Main  on  Tuesday  evening,  April  19th.    The  Junior  Poe- 
try Contest  is  well  under  way  and  plans  have  been  announced  for  publication 
of  the  winning  poems  of  this  year  and  last  year  in  book  form.    Young  artists 
from  the  public  schools  will  illustrate  the  book.    The  Book  Sale  Committee 
is  going  full  blast  and  they  now  expect  to  have  more  than  twice  as  many 
books  as  they  had  last  year.    We  will  have  more  specifics  as  NLW  draws  nearer. 

TOO  MUCH  NEWS 

It  has  been  a  month  since  the  last  Official  Bulletin  and  many  things 
have  happened  please  forgiv©  us  if  we  just  mention  briefly  


. Construction  of  the  Western  Addition  Branch  is^nearly  completed.  The 
contractor  expects  to  turn  the  building  over  to  the  City  on  April  1st. 
Mr.  Clarvoe  expects  that  it  will  take  an  additional  six  weeks  to  ob- 
tain and  install  shelves,  desks,  tables  and  chairs,  etc.,  not  to  men- 
tion books. 

.Mr.  Holman  was  involved  in  an  automobile  accident  on  Saturday,  February 
26th.    A  car  involved  in  an  intersection  collision  veered  off  and 
struck  Mr.  Holman1 s  car.     (He  was  stopped  at  the  time.)    He  was  rather 
shaken  up  but  no  bones  were  broken  and  he  has  been  back  to  work  this 
week.    He  reports  that  his  injuries  would  have  been  considerably  worse 
if  he  hadn't  been  wearing  a  safety  belt.    The  Library  Oldsmobile  was 
pretty  badly  smashed  up, 

•SFPL's  application  for  EOA  funds  for  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  was 
turned  down  because  of  lack  of  funds  although  our  proposal  was  praised 
as  "one  of  the  best  received".     We  have  been  ordered  to  apply  for  a 
summer  program. 

.The  Oakland  Public  Library  received  a  Federal  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act  grant  of  $300,000  to  develop  a  program  to  acquaint  Mexi- 
can-American and  other  Spanish  speaking  citizens  with  vocational, 
educational,  informational,  cultural  and  recreational  library  materials. 
SFPL's  Bill  Ramirez  (Rare  Books  and  Special  Collections)  has  been 
engaged  as  the  consultant  for  this  project. 

.Georgia  Sackett  Maguire,  co-author  of  "San  Francisco  Firehouse  Favorites" 
and  daughter  of  Fern  Lynch  (Registration)  was  a  contestant  on  "TO  TELL 
THE  TRUTH"  on  March  7th.    By  the  way,  her  book  has  been  very  successfuL 

.Ed  Fundis  received  a  Certificate  of  Merit  for  professional  excellence  in 

the  Graphic  Arts  Contest  recently  sponsored  by  the  3M  Corporation.  He 

^abmitted  samples  of  the  new  Library  Guide,  the  Art  Loans  fclsiir  and 
the  Grabhorn  invitation. 

.SFPL  and  TV  station  KRON  (Channel  *f)  are  joining  to  produce  a  new  program 
titled  "Information  k"  which  will  be  seend;  8:25AM  Monday  thru  Friday 
starting  March  l*fth.    Viewers  will  submit  questionsf  and  host  Jim  Shyman 
will  give  the  correct  answers  on  the  air.    Just  guess  who  is  going  to 
be  looking  up  the  answers. 


...The  California  State  Library  is  offering  two  grants  worth  $2,500  each  for 
individuals  wishing  to  obtain  a  graduate  degree  in  Librarianship.  Dead- 
line for  applications  is  April  15th,  Information  is  available  from  Mrse 
Williams  in  the  Librarian's  Office. 

...It's  old  news  but  still  important  to  us  all.    The  Board  of  Supervisors  has 
approved  pay  raises  for  many  of  us  in  the  Library.    Final  action  is  now 
up  to  Mayor  Shelley.

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SPUR  FEATURES  SFPL  EXHIBIT 

An  exhibit  pointing  out  the  need  for  a  new  Main  Library  in  San  Franci- 
sco can  be  seen  during  April  at  the  SPUR  Workshop.  (See  the  Chronicle  edi- 
torial "Mess  and  Mediocrity1' ,  March  31,  1966,  page  ^0,  regarding  the  SPUR 
Workshop. ) 

Headlined,  "Tin  Lizzy  Library  in  an  Automated  Age"  the  exhibit  which 
is  sponsored  by  The  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  points  out 
graphically  the  shortcomings  of  the  present  building  and  the  need  for  a  new 
building.  The  SPUR  Workshop  is  presently  located  in  the  old  White  House 
building,  150  Post  Street.  After  April  15  SPUR  will  move  to  the  vacant 
Wells  Fargo  Bank  building  at  the  corner  of  O'Farrell  and  Grant  Avenue.  The 
SFPL  exhibit  will  move  also  and  be  on  display  through  the  end  of  April.  It 
is  hoped  that  suitable  mounting  for  the  exhibit  can  be  built  so  that  this 
material  can  be  exhibited  in  branches. 

SFPL  GETS  VAST  NEWSPAPER  MORGUE 

Charles  Gould,  Publisher  of  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  last  week  pre- 
sented the  photo  and  clippings  files  of  the  old  Call-Bulletin  to  S.F.P.L. 
An  inventory  of  this  important  acquisition  does  not  exist  but  there  are  re- 
portedly 2.5  million  photographs  and  uncounted  millions  of  clippings  filed 
by  subject. 

Last  Summer  the  Hearst  Corporation  donated  the  morgue  of  the    old  San 
Francisco  News  to  SFPL... it  has  over  a  half  million  photographs. 

With  this  latest  acquisition  we  will  have  one  of  the  finest  collect- 
ions of  this  type  in  the  country.    City  Library  William  R.  Holman  declared, 
"It  is  impossible  to  properly  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Hearst  Corpora- 
tion for  these  two  libraries.    They  will  be  of  inestimable  value  to  bhe  Lib- 
rary and  to  future  scholars  and  historians."

The  Library  operating  budget  for  I966-67  is  now  official .    Our  total  budget 
for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  be  $3, 591, 852  an  increase  of  $519,277     over  the 
present  year«    Twelve  new  positions  are  created;  four  professional  librarians 
and  eight  clerical  spots »    The  book  budget  was  increased  by  $150,000  to  £650,000 
for  the  year  ahead.     The  periodical  budget  was  increased  by  about  $9,0C0. 

Also  in  the  new  budget  is  the  $60,000  needed  to  complete  the  plans  and  con- 
struct the  new  Excelsior  Branch. 

A  great  deal  of  the  credit  for  this  important  increase  in  financial  support 
of  SELL  must  be  given  to  the  Library  Commission  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
who  were  most  effective  in  contacting  the  Supervisors  and  selling  them  on  our 
vital  needs.     The  combination  of  the  outstanding  National  Library  Week  publicity 
and  our  dedicated  and  well  organized  friends  was  the  key  to  success. 

Mr.  Holman  is  very  gratified  with  the  new  budget  and  reports  that  he  feels 
the  book  budget  has  finally  reached  the  proper  level „    Future  efforts  may  well 
be  aimed  at  improved  support  for  other  areas  of  the  operating  budget.

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LIBRARY  MEETS  CRISIS  SEPTEMBER  30,  1966 

Because  of  the  recent  civil  disturbances  in  our  city,  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  make  temporary  adjustments  in  the  open  hours  of  some  o.C  our  branch 
libraries.  The  four  branches  -  Bayview,  Fotrero,  We  stern  Addition  and  Park 
which  are  located  in  areas  where  curfews  are  imposed,  will  close  early  in  the 
evening  as  long  as  the  curfew  ruling  holds.  .Librarians  in  all  branches  where 
problems  might  arise  have  been  instructed  to  use  their  judgment  and  close 
whe re  conditions  indicate.  Some  branches  have  closed  early  and  others  have 
been  able  to  remain  open  until  the  official  closing  time. 

In  only  one  branch,  Potrero,  has  there  been  damage  which  consisted  of 
glass  breakage. 

Branch  heads  have  been  asked  to  allow  employees  who  live  in  curfew 
areas  to  leave  early  enough  to  allow  them  to  reach  their  homes  in  ample  time 
before  the  curfew. 

Branch  personnel  are  to  be  commended  for  their  cooperation  and  re- 
sourcefulness in  dealing  with  a  very  difficult  situation.  Because  of  this,  pro- 
blems have  been  kept  at  a  minimum  . 

It  is  important  that  library  personnel  be  prepared  to  interpret  these 
actions  to  the  public  when  questions  arise.

The  proposal  for  the  new  Main  Library  has  been  officially  adopted  by 
the  Library  Commission  and  submitted  to  the  City  Planning  Department. 
Within  the  next  three  months  the  proposal  will  be  scrutinized  by  the  Plan- 
ning Department  staff,  public  hearings  will  be  held  by  the  Flanning  Com- 
mission and  a  determination  made  on  the  dedication  of  the  Mar  shall  Square 
site  for  Library  use  and  the  general  feasibility  of  our  plans.    This  is  just 
the  first  of  many  hurdles,  but  a  vital  and  important  one. 

Copies  of  the  new  building  proposal  are  being  duplicated  and  will  be 
distributed  to  the  staff  with  this  Official  Bulletin.    Additional  copies,  within 
reason,  will  be  available  at  the  Public  Information  Office.    Questions,  sug- 
gestions and  comments  concerning  the  proposal  should  be  addressed  to  the 
Public  Information  Office,  in  writing,  so  that  they  can  be  published  in  future 
Bulletins,  questions  can  be  answered  or  comments  made  available  for  the 
benefit  of  all. 

To  a  great  extent  the  success  of  our  drive  for  a  new  Main  Library  is 
going  to  depend  upon  the  SFFL  staff.    We  are  going  to  have  to  be  well  in- 
formed salesmen  and  spokesmen  for  the  new  building  plan.    It  is  hoped  that 
all  will  take  the  time  to  study  and  consider  the  proposal. 


EXCELSIOR  GROUNDBREAKING 

While  plans  for  the  New  Main  progress.  . .  .Mayor  Shelley  will  offici- 
ate at  the  groundbreaking  ceremonies  for  the  new  Excelsior  Branch  Library 
this  Friday,   October  21,  at  10:45AM.

After  approval  is  received  from  the  Planning  Commission 
and  the  Bond  Friority  Committee,  we  will  undertake  a  complete  and 
detailed  "Building  Program"  which  will  become  the  final  proposal. 
Thus,  space  allocations  will  then  be  refined  to  the  more  exact  re- 
quirements for  the  various  departments. 

In  the  meantime  your  questions,  comments  and  suggestions  will  b 
welcomed.    If  you  will  address  them  to  the  Public  Information  Office 
we  will  use  the  Official  Bulletin  as  a  means  of  keeping  everyone  in- 
formed of  the  thoughts  about  and  the  progress  on  this  vital  program.

BOND  ISSUE  SCHEDULE 


The  Library's  proposal  for  a  new  Main  Library  building  is  designed 
for  submission  to  the  City  Flanning  Commission.  That  Commission  re- 
quires "preliminary  specifications,  detail  and  cost  figures"  be  submitted 
two  years  in  advance  when  a  department  plan's  to  seek  a  general  obligation 
bond  issue  for  capital  improvements.  This  must  be  submitted  by  October 
3,  1966. 

The  Planning  Commission  annually  holds  Capital  Improvement  Hear- 
ings in  late  November.    They  would  consider  the  general  desirability  and 
feasibility  of  the  project  and  in  this  instance,  the  location  of  a  library  on 
Marshall  Square,    which  is  still  allocated  for  a  courthouse    in  the  master 
plan.      (Marshall  Square   is  also  the  present  site  of  the  Planning  Commis- 
sion offices  !  !). 

Assuming  approval  by  the  Planning  Commission  in  November,  the 
Library  would  immediately  undertake  the  preparation  of  a  detailed  "Build- 
ing Program". 

Our  proposal  would  also  be  submitt  ed  to  the  Capital  Improvement 
Advisory  Committee.  This  newly  created  committee  is  charged  with 
developing  a  long  term  schedule  of  capital  improvements  bond  issue  for 
submission  to  the  electorate.  Their  concern  is  with  "feasibility,  cost  and 
priority".  This  committee  must  submit  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  Mayor,  no  later  than  March  15,  1967,  a  "6-year  Capital  Improvement 
Program  establishing  priorities  for  all  bond  issues  proposed  bythe  various 
City  Departments. 

Concurrent  with  submission  to  the  Planning  Commission  and  Capital 
Improvement  Advisory  Committee,  this  document  would  also  be  forwarded 
to: 


.  . .  The  Mayor. 


.  .  .  The  State  Librarian,  so  that  a  program  aimed  at  securing  State  and  Fed- 
eral funds  for  the  project  could  be  developed. 
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The  Board  of  Supervisors  have  until  July  16,  1967  to  adopt  a  "Six- 
Year  Capital  Improvement  Frogram".    They  have  the  right   to  amend 
the  program  submitted  by  the  Capital  Improvement  Advis ory  Committee. 

Ac  this  point,  assuming  favorable  action  throughout  the  foregoing 
process,  a  new  Main  Library  bond  proposal  would  be  officially  scheduled 
for  the  November,   1968  ballot. 

By  November,   1967  the  Library  would  have  to  submit  to  the  Plan- 
ning Commission  "substantially  the  same  specifications,  detail  and  cost 
figures  that  will  be  included  in  the  ballot  proposition".       (The  "Building 
Program"  that  was  started  after  approval  of  the  Flanning  Commission 
in  1966.) 

The  proposal  is  then  subject  to  review,  renewed  approval  or  change 
by  the  Flanning  Commission,  the  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Commit- 
tee, the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  in  the  same  order  and  process 
th  t  was  followed  the  previous  year. 

Again  assuming  approval  by  the  necessary  bodies,  the  proposal 
would  be  submitted  to  the  Citizen's  3ond  Screening  Committee  and  to  the 
City  At  torney  in  the  Spring  of  1968.    The  Citizen's  Bond  Screening  Com- 
mittee considers  the  financial  feasibility  and  political  practicality  of  pro- 
ceeding with  the  bond  issue.    The  City  Attorney  prepares  the  official 
proposition  that  will  appear  on  the  ballot.

I.  SUMMARY 

1.  PROPOSAL; 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  proposes  to  submit  to  the  voters  of 
San  Francisco,  at  the  November  1968  General  Election,  a  general  obligation 
bond  issue  of  $15  million,   for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new    400,  000 
square  foot  Main  Library  building  on  the  Marshall  Square  site  where  the 
temporary  City  Planning  Department  building  is  now  located. 

The  new  building  and  the  present  building  would  be  linked  by  an  under- 
ground passageway  and  the  two  buildings  would  jointly  form  a  San  Francisco 
Public  Library- California  Regional  Reference  Center  complex. 

2.  REASONS  BEHIND  THE  PROPOSAL: 

A.    Present  Main  Library  is  totally  inadequate  for  present  and  future 
needs.    The  building  was  built  to  hold  400,  000  volumes.    It  has 
been  modified  to  increase  that  capacity  to  582,  000,  at  the  expense  of 
public  seating  space  and  a  meeting  room.

This  ultimate  capacity  will  be  reached  in  the  forthcoming 


1967-68  fiscal  year. 
B.    If  we  provide  the  facility,  we  will  be  eligible  for  State 
and  other  funds  to  raise  our  local  library  service  to 
that  of  a  Regional  Reference  Library  to  serve  all  of  North- 
ern California.    The  planned  level  is  as  follows:

C.    The  new  space  will  fill  projected  needs  for  at  least  30  years. 


II.      THE  PROPOSAL, 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  proposes  to  submit  to  the  voters 
of  San  Francisco,  at  the  General  Election  in  November  1968,  a  general 
obligation  bond  issue  of   $15  million  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
equipping  a  new  Main  Library  building. 

The  new  building,  located  on  Marshall  Square  -  immediately  south 
of  the  present  Main  Library   -   would  be  connected  to  the  present  building 
by  an  underground  passageway,    and  the  two  buildings  would   jointly  form 
a  San  Francisco  Public  Library- California  Regional  Reference  Center 
complex. 

The  new  building  would  contain  160,  000  square  feet  of  public  service 
and  office  space;  160,  000  square  feet  of  book  stacks;  and  80,  000  square 
feet  for  book  processing,   shipping  and  receiving  and  storage.    The  two 
buildings  would, between  them,   provide  sufficient  space  to  meet  the  pro- 
jected needs  of  the  Library  for  a  period  of  thirty  years. 


4. 


The  proposed  building  would  be  designed  to  reflect  the  function  for 
which  it  is  intended  and  the  architectural  treatment  would  be  harmonious 
with,    and  play  an  important  part  in  the  overall  design  of  Civic  Center. 

The  new  building  would  face  on  Fulton  Street  which  the  Civic  Center 
Master  Plan  indicates  will  be  closed  to  automobile  traffic  and  turned  into 
a  pedestrian  mall.    Underground  access  to  the  new  building  from  the  Civic 
Center  Rapid  Transit  station  is  planned. 

The  proposed  building  would  meet  the  highest  standards  of  modern 
library  design  as  defined  by  the  American  Library  Association.      (It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  present  building  fails  to  meet  twenty-two  of  the 
twenty-five  published  ALA  standards.) 

The  new  building  would  have  two  public  service  floors,  two  levels  of 
book  stacks  and  a  basement.    One  book  stack  floor  would  be  located  between 
the  public  service  floors  and  the  second  would  be  above  the  upper  public 
service  floor.    Additional  book  stacks  would  be  provided  in  the  basement. 
This  plan  provides  for  the  greatest  possible  access  to  book  stacks  from  any 
and  all  public  departments.    Vertical  transportation  of  library  patrons  would 
be  by  means  of  escalators. 

Based  on  current  growth  projections,  space  in  the  new  building  would 
be  tentatively  allocated  on  the  following  basis:

intercommunication  (such  as  teletype,  or  closed  circuit  television,  or  data- 
phone)  would  link  the  Main  Library  and  neighborhood  branches.  As  the  State  - 
supported  reference  center  service  is  developed,  a  similar  intertie  would  be 
established  with  the  State  Library,  the  other  Re  gional  Reference  Centers 
and  the  various  public  libraries  within  our  service  area.    Provision  would 
be  made  also  for  housing  of  electronic  data  processing  and  information  re- 
trieval equipment  when  these  sciences  have  been  developed  to  the  point  of 
practical  library  application. 

AN  INTEGRATED  SAN  FRANCISCO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY- 
CALIFORNIA  REGIONAL  REFERENCE  CENTER  COMPLEX 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  to  maintain  the 
present  Main  Library  building  as  an  integral  part  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public -Library  California  Regional  Research  Center  complex.    There  are 
a  number  of  important  factors  in  this  decision. 

....  St  andards  adopted  by  the  State  Library  require  the  availability 
of  475,  000  square  feet  for  the  establishment  of  a  Regional  Refer- 
ence Center.    Maximum  utilization  of  the  Marshall  Square  site 
will  provide  only  400,  000  square  feet. 

....  An  efficient  division  of  library  services  between  the  two  buildings 
can  be  effected  at  a  reasonable  cost. 


.  .  .  .  Remodeling  for  office,  court  or  museum  use  would  be  financially 

prohibitive.  Destruction  of  the  building  would  be  extremely  costly. 
The  building  is  not  an  efficient  library  building,    but  it  is  better 
suited  to  library  use  than  any  other  purpose,    and  it  can  be  a  valuable 
asset  in  the  long-term  growth  of  the  Library-Research  Center  com- 
plex. Funds  for  integrating  the  present  building  with  the  new  building 
are  included  in  the  bond  issue.      The  Fulton  Street  entrance  would  be- 
come the  main  public  entrance  to  the  building,  creating  a  logical  traffic 
flow  between  the  two  buildings  and  creating  a  unifying  link  with  the  new 
Main  Library. 

The  Rare  Books  and  Special  Collections  Department  would  be 
located  in  the  old  building,  as  would  the  bound  newspaper,  map,  patent 
collections  and  other  groups  of  special  materials.    The  location  of  the 
Rare  Books  and  Special  Collections  Department  in  the  old  building  would 
provide  the  first  opportunity  in  the  history  of  the  Library  for  proper 
housing  of  some  of  the  greatest  treasures  of  the  Library.    TM  s  develop- 
ment would  greatly  enhance  our  opportunities  to  bring  further  collections 
to  the  Library. 


III.    STATE  OF  PRESENT  LIBRARY 


A.  HISTORY 

Founded  in  1878.  .  .  destroyed  in  1906.  .  .  rebuilt  in  1917.  .  .  neglected 
for  forty  years.  .  .  an  inadequate  library  today  though  dramatic  changes 
have  been  made  in  the  past  five  years. 

A  newspaper  expose,  mounting  public  complaint  and  a  survey  by 
one  of  the  leading  library  experts  in  the  country,  made  evident  to  San 
Francisco  in  1957-58,  that  our  library  was  in  a  state  of  disgraceful  neg- 
lect.   A  nationwide  search  was  made;  a  new  City  Librarian  was  appoin- 
ted and  charged  with  providing  San  Francisco  with  adequate  modern 
library  service. 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  experienced  a  major  renais- 
sance in  the  past  five  years.    A  modern  administrative  organization  has 
been  created;  the  technical  services  departments  have  been  reorganized 


and  revitalized;  the  level  of  staff  professionalism  measurably  raised;  the 
book  collection  has  been  reorganized  and  is  now  growing  toward  its  proper 
strength;  and  all  public  departments  have  been  reorganized  to  provide 
greater  service  to  the  community.

The  results  have  been  threefold.    Public  use  of  the  Main  Library  has 
vastly  increased.    The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  have  recognized 
the  vitality  of  the  Library  and  have  provided  funds  for  staff,    books  and 
public  services.    Public  concern  and  awareness  of  the  basic  educational 
function  of  the  Library  has  been  maintained  and  grown  . 


B.     PRESENT  BUILDING 

The  present  Main  Library  building  is  inadequate  and  poorly  designed 
for  library  use.  The  1958  Greenaway  Report  and  the  1964  Bolle  s - Mohrhardt- 
Ulveling  Report  fully  documented  this  fact. 

Before  seeking  approval  of  a  major  capital  improvement  program,  the 
policy  of  the  Library  Commission  has  been  to  first  demonstrate  the  ability 
to  provide  modern  library  services  insofar  as  is  possible  within  the  limi- 
tations imposed  by  the  present  building.      Library  departments  were  re- 
located to  make  the  most  efficient  use  of  the  space  available.    Lighting  was 
improved  in  all  public  areas.    A  dead- storage  area  was  turned  into  the  new 
Science  and  Technology  Department.    Corridors  were  closed  off  to  provide 
office  and  storage  areas.    Books  were  moved  into  public  reading  areas  at 
the  expense  of  seating  and  table  space.      Today  books  are  being  shelved  in 
public  corridors.     All  remodeling  that  could  provide  better  service  from 
the  present  building  without  major  capital  expenditure  has  been  undertaken. 

The  time  for  decision  is  at  hand.      The  present  Main  Library  is  being 
used  beyond  its  capacity  today.    The  current  level  of  public  service  cannot 
be  maintained  in  the  present  building.    The  building  will  strangle  the  entire 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  system  if  a  solution  is  not  found  in  the  immed 
iate  future. 

The  basic  weaknesses  of  the  present  building  can  be  easily  summarized 
1.    The  building  is  simply  too  small  to  do  the  job  that  is  required  of  it. 


2.  The  building  is  poorly  designed  and  too  inflexible  to  provide  proper 
public  library  service. 

3.  The  building  cannot  be  expanded  or  renovated  to  provide  proper  lib- 
rary service. 

A  few  of  the  specific  problems  include: 

.  .  .  .  The  building  was  built  to  hold  400,  000  volumes.     It  has  been  modi- 
fied to  increase  that  capacity  to  582,  000,  at  the  expense  of  public 
seating  and  meeting  room.    This  ultimate  capacity  will  be  reached 
within  the  forthcoming  1967-68  fiscal  year. 

.  .  .  .  To  be  useful,  a  library  must  keep  up  with  current  publications. 

61,  577  titles  were  published  in  English  in  1964.    To  meet  even  the 
most  minimum  standards,  a  metropolitan  library  should  purchase 
22,  000  of  those.    Duplicate  copies  of  many  books  must  be  acquired, 
so  45,  000  new  volumes  per  ye  ar  is  the  minimum  annual  rate  of 
growth  for  the  Main  Library  collection.    Our  building  is  too  small 
to  hold  the  books  we  must  buy  in  1967-68. 

.  .  .  .  Public  seating  and  table  space  is  severely  limited.    In  heavy  use 
periods,  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  a  significant  number  of  patrons 
waiting  for  a  place  to  sit,  or  forced  to  do  research  work  seated  on 
the  floor  or  on  staircases.    Study  carrels  or  similar  semi-private 
areas  where  scholars  may  pursue  continuing  research  projects  are 
completely  lacking. 
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The  lack  of  space  in  the  Main  Library  has  a  direct  negative  effect  on 
the  service  available  at  the  branches.    Departments  providing  mater- 
ials and  services  to  branches  are  located  at  widely  separated  places 
within  Main  Library  and  level  of  their  efficiency  is  thereby  materially- 
reduced. 

The  Main  Library  serves  over  19,  000  patrons  each  week.    Within  the 
limited  space  available  only  two  restrooms  can  be  provided  and  these 
are  outmoded,  inadequate  and  poorly  located.    Movement  of  public, 
staff  and  books  between  floors  is  difficult  because  of  inadequate  and 
antiquated  elevators. 

The  floorplan  and  design  of  the  present  building  is  a  major  impediment 
to  effective  library  service.    The  stack  area  is  located  more  than  a 
block  from  four  major  departments.    Several  of  the  subject  depart- 
ments have  reached  absolute  shelf  capacity  within  the  department  itself . 
As  a  temporary  expeditent,  we  have  been  forced  to  store  parts  of  these 
departmental  collections  in  various  locations  throughout  the  stacks  and 
are  now  adding  shelf  space  in  public  corridors.    Obviously  the  collec- 
tions so  stored  are  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  use. 
Lack  of  space  has  forced  the  vital  Order,  Catalog  and  Book  Repair 
departments  completely  out  of  the  Main  Library  into  a  crowded  sub- 
standard annex.    The  cost  of  this  move  in  terms  of  dollars,  efficiency, 
and  public  service  is  impossible  to  estimate. 


Some  of  the  most  valuable  holdings  of  the  Library  are  not  available  for 
public  use,  or  available  only  for  limited  use  because  of  the  lack  of 
space. 

The  Library  cannot  presently  play  the  vital  part  it  should  in  the  cul- 
tural, literary  and  educational  life  of  the  city  because  of  the  inadequat 
meeting  areas. 

Working  conditions  for  the  Library  Staff  do  not  meet  modern  standards 
The  general  deterioration  of  the  building  has  caused  increasing  main- 
tenance costs. 
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IV.    STATE  AND  FEDERAL 
LIBRARY  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMS 

Many  of  San  Francisco's  library  problems  are  unique,  but  the  cen- 
tral problem  of  keeping  current  with  the  flood  of  new  publications  result- 
ing from  the  growth  of  human  knowledge  is  shared  by  all  metropolitan 
libraries  in  the  country.    Both  the  State  and  Federal  Governments  have 
recognized  this  problem  and  have  adopted  programs  to  assist  libraries  in 
meeting  it. 

The  Federal  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  makes  available, 
through  State  agencies,  funds  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  library  faci- 
lities.   As  administrated  by  the  California  State  Library,     this  program 


will  make  grants  in  areas  of  "inadequate  library  service".    As  this  bond 
issue  proposal  is  considered  by  local  boards  and  commissions,  it  will  be 
submitted  to  the  California  State  Library  for  approval  and  a  commitment 
for  a  grant.    The  final  bond  issue  submitted  to  the  voters  in  1968  could  the 
be  reduced  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  grant  commitment  under  this  Act.

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V.    REGIONAL  REFERENCE  LIBRARY  PROGRAM 

The  most  important  state  program  concerning  the  future  of  San 
Francisco's  library  is  the  recently  adopted  proposal  to  establish  three 
regional  reference  libraries  in  the  State.      Each  would  house  reference 
collections  far  beyond  the  abilitiy  of  any  local  library  to  duplicate  and 
would  assume  the  responsibility  for  servicing  all  other  libraries  in 
their  region  through  inter-library  loans  and  similar  reference  services. 

State  and  supplementary  funds  would  provide  materials,  staff  and 
equipment  needed  to  raise  local  library  services  to  the  regional  reference 
library  level.    The  local  library  would  have  to  supply  the  physical  plant 
facilities  needed  to  house  the  regional  reference  library.    San  Francisco 
Public  Library  has  been  tentatively  desig  nated  as  one  of  the  three  region- 
al reference  libraries.    This  designation  is  dependent  upon  providing 
adequate  and  efficient  space  for  such  a  facility. 


With  the  proposed  site  of  the  ne\4  library  located  just  one  block  from 
the  planned  Civic  Center  stop  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  System,  we 
would  be  ideally  located  to  serve  as  a  regional  reference  library.  The 
establishment  of  such  an  institution  in  San  Francisco  would  be  the  most  sig- 
nificant advance  in  library  service  in  the  history  of  the  City. 

San  Francisco's  position  as  the  "core-city"    of  the  Bay  Area  and  of 
Northern  California,  would  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the  location  of  a  Region- 
al Reference  Library  here. 


VL    SUMMARY  OF  BENEFITS 


For  the  first  time,  every  San  Franciscan  will  have  direct 
and  rapid  access  to  one  of  the  largest  and  most  modern 
reference  and  research  facility  in  the  West.    Space  for 
over  1,  500,  000  volumes  would  be  available. 
Incorporated  within  the  new  Main  Library  would  be  the 
most  advanced  teletype  or  closed  circuit  television  sys- 
tems available,  providing  every  neighborhood  served  by 
the  twenty- seven  Branch  Libraries  with  instant  availability 
to  the  resources  in  all  of  the  Main  Library's  subject  de- 
partments. 

San  Francisco  by  participating  in  State  and  Federal  gov- 
ernment programs,  would  receive  undeterminable  income 


to  not  only  construct,  but  to  operate,  a  regional  refer- 
ence library  which  would  attract  people  from  throughout 
Central  and  Northern  California. 

Educational  trends  require  our  children  and  young  adults 
to  have  library  facilities  in  depth  to  meet  their  classroom 
assignments  and  develop  their  personal  reading  enrich- 
ment.   The  new  Main  Library  would  fulfill  this  require- 
ment. 

Business,  industry  and  governmental  agencies  require  the 
most  up-to-date  information  on  all  aspects  of  science, 
health,  welfare,  engineering,  government  etc.    The  ma- 
terials required  are  books,  magazines,  newspapers,  gov- 
ernment documents,  pamphlets,  clippings,  pictures,  man- 
uscripts, microfilms  and  the  equipment  to  house  and  make 
them  available.    The  new  Main  Library  would  provide 
such  services  in  depth. 

The  new  Main  Library  would  provide  long  needed  meeting 
and  lecture  rooms,  audio-visual  facilities,  private  study 
carrels,  together  with  adequate  lighting  and  modern 
acoustics  which  would  create  an  atmosphere  conducive 
to  learning  and  research. 

San  Francisco  would  be  taking  another  important  step  in 
assuring  itself  a  pivotal  position  as  the  cultural  center  in 
Northern  California.

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ELECTION  NEARS 

The  general  election  is  only  eleven  clays  away.  While  we  should  all  by  now 
be  rather  familiar  with  the  candidates  for  the  various  offices,  it  always  seems 
that  the  ballot  propositions  receive  less  than  their  share  of  attention.  A  numbe 
of  these  are  of  special  importance  to  SFFL  staff  members. 

Proposition  16,  the  so-called  CLEAN  Amendment  has  received  the  most 
attention.    Space  does  not  permit  a  complete  explanation  here ,  but  this  is  gener 
ally  a  censorship  act  that  would  make  it  possible  to  surpress  books  considered 
pornographic  by  almost  anycne,  no  matter  that  the  book  may  have  important 
"redeeming  social  importance".    There  are  some  who  contend  that  even  the 
Bible  could  be  surpressed  under  the  CLEAN  amendment.    This  proposition  is 
opposed  by  the  California  Library  Association,  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union,  the  California  Council  of  Churches,  and  other  responsible  elements  in 
the  S  t  ate. 

Proposition  4    is  also  of  particular  importance  to  SFPL.     This  act  would 
allow  the  passage  of  bond  issv.es  for  school  and  library  general  obligation  bond 
issues  by  a  60%  majority  vote  instead  of  the  presently  required  two -thirds. 
(Most  states  today  require  only  a  majority  vote  (51%)  for  passage  of  bond  issues 
The  figure  of  60%  is  proposed  as  a  reasonable  compromise  between  the  present 
66.  6%  and  a  simple  majority.  .  .  still  maintaining  reasonable  protection  against 
poorly  designed  projects  for  good  purposes.    If  this  proposition  is  passed  it 
would  apply  to  the  3ond  Issue  for  a  new  Main  Library  that  SFPL  is  planning  for 
1968. 

There  are  17  City  propositions  on  the  ballot.    At  least  nine  of  these  would 
affect  city  employees,  though  not  all  apply  to  Library  employees.     The  most 
discussed  City  proposition  in  this  area  is  Proposition  D  which  would  give  city 
employees  four  weeks  of  vacation  after  ten  years  of  service.     All  members  of 
the  SFPL  staff  should  study  all  of  the  City  propositions  carefully. 

NEW  BUILDING  DISCUSSION  AND  THOUGHTS 

Since  the  Bond  Issue  Proposal  was  distributed  with  the  last  Official  Bulle- 
tin a  number  of  comments  and   suggestions  have  been  received  from  staff  mem- 
bers.   One  interesting  question  went  something  like  this: 
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..  .Why  isn't  a  rrmlti-purpos  e  building  being  propoeed  fr>v  Iv.n  r  plio  11  Square? 
Pe  rhaps  a  10-story  building  with  the  first  three  floors  for  the  Library, 
three  or  four  floors  for  the  Courts  and  the  balance  for  other  city  offices? 

While  such  a  solution  would  certainly  answer  a  number  of  City  needs  and 
provide  "maximum  utilization"  of  an  expensive  site,  it  v/ould  not  be  allowe 
under  the  City  Planning  Code  which  includes  an  80-foot  height  limit  on  any- 
building  built  on  Marshall  Square  (or  almost  everywhere  else  in  the  Civic 
Center  area).    There  is    general  agreement  that  the  80-foot  height  limita- 
tion in  this  area  is  a  good  and  desirable  control.    Certainly  a  well  designee 
10-story  building  on  Marshall  Square  would  detract  from  City  Hall  as  the 
focal  point  of  Civic  Center  and  make  much  more  difficult  the  planned  devel 
opment  of  Civic  Center  as  an  esthetic  whole. 

We'll  try  to  answer  other  questions  and  pass  on  suggestions  and  comments 
in  the  next  Official  Bulletin.

Sally  Chris topherson  reports  that  the  staff  account  recently  set  up 
at  the  San  Francisco  News  Company  has  met  with  an  overwhelming  response. 
To  answer  some  questions: 

...Books  which  the  News  Company  has  in  stock  (current,  trade  items)  are 
delivered  to  us  quickly,  often  within  one  week. 

...They  are  most  willing  to  back-order  books  which  they  do  not  have  in 

stock  but  this  takes  time .    Time  varies,  but  it  can  be  8-10  weeks. 
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If  you  are  not  willing  to  wait,  mark  your  order  card,  "Do  Hot  Eack- 
Order" . 

...The  discount  granted  can  vary.  It  depends  on  what  the  News  Company 
itself  receives  -  a  recent  popular  title  has  only  a  25%  discount, 
but  most  are  33%.    A  price  listed  in  BIP  as  "net"  receives  no  discount. 

...The  News  Company  fills  Library  orders  first.    For  this  reason,  a  title 
may  have  been  in  the  book  stores  for  some  weeks,  and  the  Library 
copies  received,  before  a  staff  order  is  filled. 

And,  PLEASE,  PLEASE,  PLEASE  use  the  proper  order  form.    Use  3"  x  5"  cards

Simplified  cataloging  for  folio  size,  reference  copies  of 
atlases  in  the  branches  and  Main  Children's  Room  has  been  put 
into  effect.

PROMOTION  FLYERS 

Still  on  the  subject  of  public  events ....  when  you  want 
printed  promotional  materials  prepared,  the  facts  and  request 
should  be  in  the  Public  Information  Office  at  least  six  weeks 
in  advance. 

Although  this  may  seem  an  unusually  long  time... there  are 
several  reasons  for  it.     To  be  really  effective  a  flyer  should 
be  distributed  within  the  branch,  for  instance,  at  least  three 
weeks  prior  to  an  event.     (Your  books  circulate  on  a  three  week 
basis.)     And  there  are  about  three  weeks  of  details  involved  in 
preparation  of  such  a  flyers  design  and  copy  preparation; 
administrative  approval;  typography  and  final  art;  reproduction 
and  delivery.     And  no  matter  how  much  they  might  like  to,  the 
several  people  involved  in  this  process  have  other  duties  and 
just  can't  drop  everything  to  rush  your  project  through.

SALARY  RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  staff  has  reported  on  the 
annual  survey  of  salary  standards.     Because  there  is  so  much 
interest  in  their  report,  we  will  try  to  summarize  here  briefly 
their  report  as  it  affects  library  staff  members. 

When  we  talk  about  a  "one  step"  raise  it  means  a  salary 
increase  of  5%. 

Librarians,  Senior  Librarians,  Principal  Librarians,  Chief 
Librarians,  Coordinators,  the  Assistant  City  Librarian,  the 
Personnel  Officer  and  the  Secretary  to  the  Library  Commission 
were  all  recommended  for  one  step  raises. 

Library  pages,  Senior  Clerk  Stenos  and  the  Engineers  are 
in  for  a  half-step  (2-1/2%)   raise,  plus  a  cost-of-livinq  adjust- 
ment that  will  bring  their  increase  in  salary  up  to  5%.  Part- 
time  pages  will  be    raised  from  $1.73  to  $1.81  an  hour. 

Jr.  Clerk  Typists,  Clerk  Typists,  Clerk  Stenos,  Guards, 
Janitors,  Library  Assistants,  and  the  Public  Information  Officer 
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were  not  recommended  for  a  raise  at  all.... but  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice staff  thinks  they  should  have  a  cost-of-living  adjustment 
of  5%. 

The  implications  of  a  raise  vs.  a  cost  of  livinq  adjustment 
are  not  clear.     Certainly  you'll  have  just  as  much  money  in  your 
pocket  with  a  5%  cost  of  living  adjustment  as  you  will  have  with 
a  5%  cost  of  living  adjustment  as  you  will  have  with  a  5%  raise 
or  even  if  you  get  a  2-1/2%  raise  and  a  2-1/2%  cost  of  living 
adjustment.     Perhaps  discussion  before  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion or  Board  of  Supervisors  will  clarify  the  reasons  for  the 
different  terminology.     It  is  obvious  that  the  Civil  Service 
Staff  has  in  effect  been  given  an  across  the  board  5%  raise... 
but  they  don't  like  to  call  it  that. 

The  City  Librarian  isn't  recommended  for  a  raise  in  this 
report.     Mr.  Holrnan  will  be  covered  in  a  later. 

BRANCH  HOURS  INCREASED 

Effective  February  15th,  open  hours  at  Potrero,  Bayview 
and  Eureka  Valley  branches  will  be  increased.     For  Potrero  and 
Bayview  the  new  hours  will  bes

These  changes  are  being  adopted  on  an  experimental  basis, 
at  least  through  the  end  of  the  school  year.     Should  use  of 
these  branches  justify  it,  the  Library  Commission  will  be  asked 
to  make  these  longer  hours  permanent. 
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DAKIM  MEMORIAL 

The  loss  of  the  Dakin  family  in  the  Baja, Calif ornia  air 
crash  during  the  holidays  is  a  great  loss  to  the  Library  and 
the  Friends  of  the  Library.  Mrs.  Richard  Y.  Dakin  was  one  of 
the  founding  Sponsors  of  the  Friends  and  an  author  of  several 
books  about  California  history.  She  and  her  husband  made  im- 
portant contributions  to  SFPL. 

The  Friends  have  formed  a  Richard  Y.  and  Susanna  B.  Dakin 
Memorial  Fund  to  honor  the  Dakins.     A  number  of  contributions 
have    already  been  received,  including  one  for  $500.     The  funds 
will  be  used  to  purchase  materials  on  California  history. 

NATIONAL  LIBRARY  WEEK 

Plans  are  now  under  consideration  for  the  annual  NLW  obser- 
vance.    Mrs.  James  A.  Abrahamson  has  been  named  chairman  of  this 
year's  activities.     Library  staff  members  will  remember  Mrs. 
Abrahamson  as  the  author  of  the  outstanding  League  of  Women 
Voters  report  on  the  Library  of  two  years  ago. 

The  first  planning  meeting  of  the  entire  NLW  committee  is 
planned  for  January  16,  but  a  number  of  activities  are  already 
under  way.     The  Gigantic  Book  Sale  will  open  on  Sunday,  April 
16th, and  continue  through  Wednesday  of  Library  Week  in  the  Ex- 
hibit Room.     The  Junior  Poetry  Contest  will  be  held  again  and 
a  major  lecture  is  also  planned.     We'll  have  a  more  complete 
report  as  plans  advance. 

CONVEYOR  USE  STARTS 

Thursday,  January  12,  will  see  the  official  start  of  the 
Main  Lobby  reorganization  and  use  of  the  newly  installed  con- 
veyor. The  front  entrances  will  change;  the  Out  Door  becomes 
the  In  Door  and  the  In  Door  becomes  the  Out  Door.  Both  book 
return  and  book  check-out  will  be  handled  at  the  new  main  desk 
in  the  lobby  and  book  sorting  will  be  in  operation  in  the  re- 
modeled room  in  the  basement.

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BUDGET  GOES  TO  CITY  HALL 

After  a  long  and  careful  session  Tuesday  afternoon,  the 
Library  Commission  approved  a  1967-63  budget  of  $3 , 889,000. 
This  is  an  increase  of  about  $297,000  over  this  year's  budget 
of  $3,592,000. 

Mr.  Holman  submitted  to  the  Commission  a  request  totaling 
$4,025,000.     The  Budget  &  Finance  Committee  of  the  Commission 
approached  the  budget  carefully  keeping  in  mind  Mayor  Shelley's 
request  that  1967-68  spending  increases  be  kept  to  a  minimum. 
The  committee  decided  to  submit  to  the  Mayor  a  budget  designed 
to  maintain  current  public  service  levels  with  no  increases  in 
services  offered.     They  felt  that  if  the  Library  Commission 
demonstrated  to  the  Mayor  their  willingness  to  cooperate  and 
keep  spending  down,  he  would  appreciate  this  and  approve  the 
Library  budget  without  further  cuts. 

The  greatest  part  of  the  $1146,000  cut  by  the  Commission 
from  Mr.  Holman 's  proposed  budget  came  in  the  area  of  new 
staff  positions.     Other  cuts  came  in  the  areas  of  periodical 
subscriptions  and  equipment. 

As  approved  by  the  Commission  the  1967-68  budget  calls 
for  a  book  budget  of  $734,375.     This  is  an  increase  of  $84,000 
over  the  present  budget  of  $650,000  and  is  entirely  caused  by 
the  increase  in  the  price  of  books  and  the  fact  that  we  will 
have  two  new  enlarged  facilities  opening  in  the  1967-68  fiscal 
year  (Bayview  and  Excelsior) .     In  other  words  the  new  budget 
should  allow  us  to  purchase  books  at  the  same  level  as  this 
year. 
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The  new  budget  WmSmHl  of  about  $12,000 
for  subscriptions,   $10,000  for  book  binding,   $16,000  for  ex- 
tension of  library  serv-ces  to  the  County  prison  in  San  Bruno, 
and  $1,900  for  publication  of  a  bibliography  and  biographical 
sketches  of  the  Mayors  of  San  Francisco. 

New  staff  positions  approved  include  10  professional 
staff  members,  12  clerical  workers,  and  2  maintenance  positions 
plus  some  increased  hours  for  part-time  janitors  and  pages. 

In  this  year  of  property  re-assessment  and  almost  certain 
tax  increases  the  1967-68  budget  appears  to  be  reasonable  and 
responsible  approach  to  the  political  realities.     We  can  only 
hope  that  the  Commission  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library  will 
be  able  to  successfully  steer  this  budget  through  the  offices 
of  the  Mayor  and  the  Board    of  Supervisors.

Jlartelle,  firs.  Goodwin,  Mrs.  Stopple  and  Mr.  Coenenberq  from 
SFPL  attended.     Featured  speaker  was  Mrs.   Frankie  Runzc, 
Director  of  Technical  Services  at  Los  Angeles  Public  Library. 
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LAPL  has  nearly  completed  conversion  of  reqistration 
procedures  to  EDP  and  book  orders  are  now  processed  on 
computers.     Next  they  plan  conversion  of  serial  records  and 
other  processes.    Because  the  first  phase  (reqistration) 
involved  the  public  it  was  more  difficult  to  make  necessary 
adjustments  and  this  aagravated  many  of  their  initial 
problems.     Nevertheless,  Mrs.   P.unzo  reports  that  the  staff 
is  very  enthusiastic  and  feels  that  all  the  effort  exoended 
is  worth  while.     She  also  cautioned  that  while  others 
can  learn  from  their  experiences,  each  library  will  have 
to  work  out  its  own  system  and  that  careful  Planning  is  an 
essential  preliminary. 

As  was  reported  earlier  in  the  Official  Bulletin  S^pl 
is  using  the  funds  from  the  recent  California  Public  Librarv 
Development  Act  grant  to  develop  an  automated  system  of 
ordering  periodicals  and  preparation  of  a  periodical  catalog.

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SFPL  APPLIES  FOR  LSCA  FUNDS 

At  their  March  meeting  the  Library  Commission  approved 
an  application  to  the  California  State  Library  for  a  grant 
under  the  Federal  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.  The 
two  year  program,   if  funded,  would  provide  over  $600,000  for 
library  demonstration  and  experimental  projects. 

Details  of  the  program  are  still  being  worked  out,  but 
we  can  report  that  two  areas  of  library  service  are  involved. 
Children's  and  Young  People's  Services  and  a  Bay  Area  Inter- 
library  cooperation  demonstration  project. 

In  the  area  of  Children's  and  Young  People's  Services 
it  is  contemplated  that  a  unique,  custom  built  mobile  book 
and  audio  visual  unit  would  be  developed  and  library  programs 
taken  directly  into  neighborhood  centers  and  other  places 
where  the  services  could  be  used  effectively.     It  is  also 
planned  to  develop  a  system  to  transport  by  bus  children 
to  branch  libraries  in  areas  where  distances  make  library 
visits  difficult  now.     A  corps  of  persons  to  escort 
children  to  and  from  their  homes  to  the  neighborhood 
branches  is  also  planned. 

Teletype  communication  between  Bay  Area  libraries  for 
reference  and  inter-library  loan  services  is  planned  as  is 
the  elimination  of  the  non-resident  cards  at  SFPL.  Regional 
cooperation  in  the  areas  of  public  information  and  special 
event  programming  is  also  expected. 

It  is  expected  that  a  decision  on  the  program  will  be 
forthcoming  about  the  first  of  May.

If  so,  appropriate  consideration  is 
not  a  difficult  matter. 

PAY  RAISE  THREATENED???

Muni  employees  get  the 
average  of  "the  two  highest  rates  paid  transit  workers  in  the 
country" I !!!!!!!!     City  craft  workers  receive  "the  highest 
rates  accorded  craft  workers  in  private  employment  in  San 
Francisco" ! ! !     San  Francisco  teachers  are  among  the  best 
paid  in  the  country. 

It  appears  that  we  "miscellaneous  employees"  will  be 
defending  every  penny  in  our  pay  checks  between  now  and  the 
November  elections.     I  guess  this  is  the  wrong  time  to  bring 
up  the  antiquated  City  Retirement  System!

(If  those  trying  to  recall  Mayor  Shelley  and 
Supervisor  Morrison  get  enough  signatures,  that  question  would  be 
on  the  same  ballot.)     If  there  is  to  be  a  special  election  in 
June,  voter  registration  will  be  closed  on  April  24. 

The  last  time  a  city  employee  nay  raise  was  referred  to 
the  voters  the  city  employees  lost  their  pay  raise!!

As  the  newsnaners  have  reported,  the  City  ^rj^^a^gVj^g^^t^^^ 
has  been  adopted  after  long  and  arduous  soul  searching  by  all  con- 
cerned.    Because  of  the  announced  changes  in  asse 

and  the  resulting  inability  to  predict  accurate^^e^rn^ph, property 
tax  revenue  will  actually  be  received  this  was  a  difficult  year  to 
secure  budaet  increases. 


Please  note  that  page  two  presents  a  recapitulation  of  the 
budget  —  the  amount  received  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  the 
Library  Commission's  reauest  for  19  67-6  0,  the  amounts  approved  by 
the  Supervisors,  the  additional  funds  provided  for  the  new  Excelsior 
Branch  and  the  totals. 


Our  1966-67  budget  totals  53,592,465.     The  Librarv  Commission 
reauested  $3,889,208  for  the  coming  year.     Included  in  this  re- 
auest were  14  new  librarian  positions,   2  5  clerks  and  additional 
paae  and  maintenance  hours.     By  the  time  the  budget  had  been  con- 
sidered by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  none  of  these 
new  positions  or  increased  hours  remained  in  the  budget. 

An  increase  of  $84,000  was  requested  in  the  appropriation  for 
books  --  $66,500  was  allowed.     While  this  seems  a  significant  addi- 
tion,  it  will  barelv  offset  the  rising  cost  of  books,   so  that  we 
may  exnect  to  purchase  next  year  about  the  same  number  of  volumes 
that  were  ordered  this  year.     Also  requested  was  an  increase  of 
$28,500  for  periodical  subscriptions  —  $9,500  was  allowed. 


Because  the  Library  was  allowed  to  transfer  $10,000  from  the 
book  budget  to  the  periodical  budget  this  year,   the  new  figure  will 


not  allow  any  increase  in  the  number  of  periodical  titles  received. 
It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  arrange  for  a  similar  transfer  of 
funds  from  books  to  periodicals  again  this  coming  year.     Half  of 
the  $10,000  increase  reauested  in  the  binding  budget  was  allowed. 

A  number  of  equipment  items  were  reauested.     Many  of  these  — 
book  shelving ,  card  catalog  cases,  reading  tables  and  chairs,  were 
intended  as  renlacements  for  similar  items  that  should  be  retired 
from  use  in  the  main  and  branch  libraries.     Pew  of  the  increases 
were  qranted,  and  actually  $12,500  less  will  be  available  for  all 
eauipment  purchases  than  in  the  current  year. 

The  1966  Grand  Jury  recommended  that  library  service  be  ex- 
tended to  the  Countv  Prison  in  San  Bruno.     Mr.  Holman  prepared  a 
program  for  such  service  and  reauested  $16,611  for  the  staff,  books 
and  eauinment  necessary  to  institute  it.     This  item  was  deleted 
from  the  budget. 

The  1967-68  budget,  exclusive  of  the  funds  appropriated  for 
the  new  Excelsior  Branch,  is  $136,000  higher  than  for  the  current 
year.     However,  the  Library  will  be  able  to  operate  at  about  the 
same  level  of  service  as  in  the  present  year,  taking  into  consider- 
ation the  higher  cost  of  books,  periodicals  and  materials  and 
supplies  items.

EDP  COMING  TO  SFPL 

In  Januarv  we  reported  that  SFPL  had  received  a  grant  of  $30,300 
under  the  California  Public  Library  Development  Act... and  indicated 
that  a  portion  of  those  funds  would  be  used  to  develop  an  automated 
system  for  ordering  of  periodicals  and  print-out  of  a  list  of  our 
holdings . 

In  the  basement  of  City  Hall  is  a  major  modern  Electronic  Data 
Processing  (EDP)   center  with  all  the  latest  IBM  machines  in  all  their 
strange  and  fascinating  developments.     This  department  was  set  up 
soecifically  as  a  service  center  for  any  and  all  city  departments  that 
can  effectively  use  EDP.     A  library,  with  its  numberless  manual  cler- 
ical tasks,  is  a  natural  candidate  for  such  services. 
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Mindful  of  the  problems  encountered  by  other  libraries  who  have 
rushed  to  embrace  the  wonders  of  modern  electronics,   SFPL  has  proceeded 
cautiously.     Since  January  Mr.  Martelle  and  Dick  Coenenberg  have  worked 
carefully  to  set  up  a  clearly  defined  program  with  limited  specific 
goals . 

Basically  what  they  now  propose  is  that  all  information  necessary 
for  the  ordering,  claiming,  control  of  periodical  subscriptions  be 
adapted  to  EDP  and  that  future  transactions  in  this  field  be  automated. 
In  addition  the  system  calls  for  the  periodic  printing  out  by  the 
computer  of  a  complete  catalog  of  our  periodicals  for  use  by  library 
natrons  and  other  libraries  and  research  facilities  in  this  area. 
(™e  have  not  published  such  a  catalog  of  periodical  holdings  since  1964. 

Punched  into  punch  cards  and  then  stored  on  electronic  tape  will 
be  vast  stores  of  information  about  periodicals,  including:

The  olan  is  that  each  major  department  in  the  Main  Library  and  the 
Business  Library  would  have  terminals.     In  other  words  a  librarian  coulc 
go  to  a  machine  located  within  the  department,  say  the  magic  words  or 
push  the  right  buttons  or  whatever,  and  the  desired  information  would 
appear  on  a  small  television  screen.     It  would  also  be  possible  to  make 
changes  in  the  stored  information  right  at  the  departmental  terminal. 
(Eventually  terminals  would  be  extended  to  branches.     Money  being  a 
great  problem  in  this  area.)     In  addition  to  the  above  terminal,  the 
Periodical  Department  will  probably  house  a  print-out  attachment.  Thus 
catalogs  of  holdings  would  be  prepared. 

Do  not  expect  this  new  system  to  be  in  operation  next  Monday.  At 
the  present  time  bids  are  under  consideration  for  "programming"  of  the 
svstem.     This  means  that  a  private  firm  will  design  a  "program" ... outli: 
what  information  is  to  be  gathered,   in  what  form,  hov;  and  by  whom  it  wi 
be  punched  into  cards,  how  the  machinery  will  be  adjusted  to  do  what  we 
want  it  to  do,  design  the  forms  necessary  and  a  myriad  of  other  details. 
Once  the  bid  has  been  let  (sometime  this  month)    it  will  take  several 
months  for  the  completion  of  this  part  of  the  total  project.     Then  we 
would  spend  several  months  gathering  and  properly  preparing  the  materia: 
for  use  by  machines. 

But  the  important  thing  is  that  EDP  is  coming.     Plans  are  well 
advanced,  money  for  the  first  stages  is  available.     You  will  live  to 
see  it  I  I  I 
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NOTE :     There  should  be  no  misunderstanding.     EDP  will  not  replace  any 
staff  members.     It  will  save  time  and  money,   it  will  reduce 
repetitive  clerical  operations.     It  will  provide  better  public 
service.     It  will  not  replace  any  employee  with  a  machine  and  it 
is  doubtful  if  any  employee  will  have  the  general  duties  of  his 
job  changed  very  greatly!

EDUCATION  OPPORTUNITY 

The  Dean  of  the  University  of  Maryland  School  of  Library  and 
Information  Services  has  recently  written  Mr.  Holman  announcing 
that  15  master's  and  6  post-master's  degree  fellowships  for  1967-68 
have  just  been  created.     He  requested  Mr.  Holman  to  nominate  "prom- 
ising members"  of  our  staff  for  the  post-master's  awards. 

This  program  is  intended  for  people  who  have  "demonstrated  their 
potential  for  professional  leadership  and  who  would  benefit  materiall 
from  a  year  of  advanced  study". 

Each  post-master's  fellowship  provides  a  stipend  of  $5,000  for 
the  academic  year,   $600  for  each  dependent,  remission  of  all  tuition 
and  fees,  and  a  travel  allowance  to  the  University  from  distances 
over  one  hundred  miles.      (The  funds  come  from  the  Higher  Education 
Act  of  1965.)     The  master's  degree  fellowship  stipend  is  $2,200, 
plus  $450  for  a  summer  session,  all  other  details  are  the  same  as 
those  listed  for  the  post-master's  fellowship.

$4  47,235  GRANT  RECEIVED 

The  State  Librarian,  Mrs.   Carina  Leigh,   this  week  announced  that 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library 
System  will  receive  grants  totaling  $750,735  under  the  federal  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act   (LSCA) .     These  funds  will  support  a  two 
vear  demonstration  Bay  Area  Reference  Referral  Project.     $303,500  will 
be  allocated  to  the  North  Bav  Cooperative  Library  System  (NBC)  refer- 
ence service  and  $447,235  has  been  appropriated  to  SFPL. 

The  program  envisioned  under  the  LSCA  grant  is  generally  in  line 

with  recommendations  made  in  the  Martin-Bowler  Report  of  1965  and  may 

well  be  the  first  step  toward  establishing  SFPL  as  a  Northern  Calif- 
ornia Regional  Reference  Center,, 

North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System 

Formed  in  1960  the  NBC  covers  six  counties   (Marin,  Solano,  Napa, 
Sonoma,  Lake  and  Mendocino)   and  serves  over  half -a-million  people. 
The  sixteen  libraries  involved  have  already  established  centralized 
processing  and  are  connected  with  an  inter-library  teletype  system. 
Two  NBC  libraries  are  building  enriched  reference  collections,  Vallejo 
Public  Library  and  Sonoma  County-Santa  Rosa  Public  Library,   and  have 
been  designated  "Reader  Subject  Centers'"'.     It  is  planned  that  the 
Ukiah  Public  Library  will  also  be  developed  as  a  "Reader  Subject  Center 

The  $303,500  in  LSCA  funds  allocated  to  NBC  will  be  used  to  en- 
rich and  enlarge  the  reference  collection  and  staff. 

Bay  Area  Reference  Referral  Project 

Basic  to  the  project  being  established  is  close  communications 
between  San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  each  cf  the  members  of  the 
North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System.  This  will  be  done  on  several 
levels . 

First'  SFPL  Main  Library  will  be  connected  to  the  NBC  teletvpe 
system  so  that  teletype  communications  between  all  facilities  will  be 
possible . 

Second?   SFPL  Tsnd  the  two  Reader  Subject  Centers  will  be  connected 
with  facsimile  transmitters  and  receivers  and  dataphones  and  private 
telephone  lines.     This  system  will  allow  the  instant  transmission  of 
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written  material  between  the  facilities  so  equipped.     For  instance, 
a  orinted  page,  or  a  photo  copy  of  material  from  a  periodical  or 
book  would  be  placed  in  the  transmitter,  a  number  dialed  on  the  tele- 
phone and  the  material  would  be  instantly  reproduced  at  the  receiver. 
This  system  will  also  allow  unlimited  vocal  communication  over  the 
private  telephone  lines. 

Third?   four  other  facilities  in  the  NBC  system  will  have  fac- 
simile receivers   (only)   and  dataphones.     These  facilities  can  receive, 
but  not  transmit  facsimiles  of  graphic  materials.     One  other  facsimile 
receiver-dataphone  set  will  be  available  for  experimental  use  within 
the  SFPL  system. 

The  puroose  of  all  of  this  rather  sophisticated  equipment  is 
simply  to  provide  the  fastest,  most  efficient  reference  service  pos- 
sible to  all  library  patrons  in  the  service  area  from  the  joint  refer- 
ence resources  thus  made  available.     It  is  understood  in  the  plan  that 
reference  aueries  originating  at  NBC  local  community  libraries  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  Reader  Subject  Centers  before  being  referred  to  SF 


Staff  and  Training 

Obviously,   such  a  huge  undertaking  cannot  be  handled  by  our 
nresent  limited  staff.     For  this  reason  the  LSCA  grant  provides  for 
a  staff  of  fifteen  oeople  here  at  SFPL  to  establish  the  Bay  Area 
Reference  Referral  Project  and  put  it  into  operation.     Included  in  the 
staff  will  be  a  Project  Director,  a  Senior  Reference  Specialist, 
eight  Reference  Specialist  librarians  and  five  clerical  employees. 

Dick  Coenenberg,  who  worked  on  the  grant  application,  has  been 
appointed  acting  Project  Director,  pending  funding  and  classification 
of  the  position  by  Civil  Service.     Recruitment  will  start  immediately 
to  fill  the  other  positions. 

Success  of  the  project  will  depend  to  a  great  extent  on  training 
given  all  librarians  involved  in  the  program.     Therefore,   a  continuing 
series  of  Reference  Services  Workshops,  work-exchanges  and  in-service 
training  programs  will  be  set  un  to  strengthen  reference  services  in 
all  participating  libraries.     This  will  include  special  courses  and 
observation  tours  of  any  library  or  other  related  facilities  which 
would  be  useful  in  promoting  the  goals  of  the  project. 

Books  and  Reference  Materials 

Of  special  interest  is  the  fact  that  the  LSCA  grant  includes 
$100,000  to  purchase  needed  books  and  other  library  materials  needed 
to  strengthen  our  reference  collection  where  needed. 


Great  Potential  Advances 

Just  the  realization  of  the  plan  outlined  above  will  be  a  great 
advance  in  library  services  in  Northern  California.  This  demonstra- 
tion could  easily  lead  to  similar  programs  with  other  Northern  Calif- 
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ornia  libraries  and  thereby  the  establishment  of  SFPL  as  a  true 
Regional  Reference  Center.     That  San  Francisco  library  patrons  will 
be  qreatly  benefited  through  services  rendered  outside  the  city  and 
consequently  funded  from  other  than  city  sources  is  a  great  step  for- 
ward . 

Great  advances  not  specifically  included  in  the  present  program, 
but  brought  closer  to  realization  by  its  very  existence,   are  not 
difficult  to  imagine.     On  the  simplest  level  would  be  an  improved 
inter-library  loan  svstem  based  on  the  communications  system  hereby 
established.     Others,  not  yet  even  being  considered,  but  within  the 
realm  of. '"future  .development  are  very  exciting.     For  instance:     it  is 
within  the  technical  capacities  of  the  equipment  herein  discussed  to 
hook-up  the  library  to  any  organization  or  business  firm  any  place 
in  the  world  that  has  teletype,   dataphone  or  facsimile  transmission 
equipment . 

Perhaps  it  would  be  best  to  leave  such  speculation  and  daydreaminc 
to  your  own  imagination. 


Rapid  Start  Seen 

Perhaps  the  most  exciting  aspect  of  the  LSCA  Bay  Area  Reference 
Referral  Project  is  the  simple  fact  that  it  isn't  something  that  is 
planned  for  later,   some  months  or  years  from  new.     Funding  is  expected 
within  a  period  of  days,  or  weeks  at  the  very  outside.     The  project 
will  begin  30  days  after  receipt  of  funds!!

Mr.  Holman  has  called  a  press  conference  for  2:00  PM,  Tuesday, 
June  20th.  The  following  press  release  will  be  distributed  at  that 
time : 

William  R.  Holman  today  announced  his  resignation  as  San 
Francisco  City  Librarian,  a  position  he  has  held  since  November 
of  1960. 

Holman  has  accepted  a  position  as  a  consultant  to  Dr.  Harry  H. 
Ransome,  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Texas.     He  will  be  working 
in  the  university's  Special  Books  Program  (one  of  the  most  import- 
ant rare  book  and  special  collections  programs  in  the  country)  and 
will  teach  one  course  in  the  Graduate  School  of  Library  Science. 
He  reports  to  Austin  in  August  and  will  have  the  academic  rank  of 
full  professor. 

In  announcing  his  resignation  Holman  issued  the  following 
statement: 

"My  decision  to  leave  San  Francisco  has  not  been  an  easy  one 
since  my  association  with  the  Library  has  been  filled  with  many 
satisfactions  and  rewards.     However,  I  have  received  an  offer  from 
the  University  of  Texas  that  is  too  attractive  to  refuse.     An  offer 
that  only  comes  to  a  man  once  in  his  life. 

As  a  young  man  I  am  grateful  to  have  been  entrusted  with  the 
leadership  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  during  the  past 
6-1/2  years.     These  have  been  fruitful  and  exciting  years  which 
have  seen  the  Library  emerge  as  a  new  cultural  force  in  San  Francisco. 
We  have  literally  telescoped  25  years  of  growth  into  less  than 
seven  short  years. 
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11 A  Library's  rebirth  and  development  is  always  the  result 
of  many  people.     I  have  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  support  of 
Mayor  Shelley,   the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  members  of  the 
Library  Commission  . . .   all  of  whom  have  extended  their  cooperation  an 
devoted  many  hours  of  their  personal  time  to  the  betterment  of  the 
Library.     The  Library  has  been  fortunate  in  having  one  of  the  most 
dedicated  and  vigorous  "Friends"  of  the  Library  groups  in  the 
nation.     Their  role  has  been  of  inestimable  value. 

"I  am  particularly  indebted,   San  Francisco  is  indebted,  to 
the  Library's  able  and  dedicated  staff  who  have  assumed  an  ever 
growing  series  of  responsibilities  and  have  carried  out  one  of  the 
most  complex  and  far  reaching  reorganizational  programs  undertaken 
by  a  public  library.     I  have  greatly  enjoyed  working  with  them. 

"I  close  my  tenure  as  City  Librarian  in  San  Francisco  with 
pride  in  what  has  been  accomplished  and  with  regret  that  I  will 
not  be  here  to  see  the  culmination  of  so  many  of  the  programs  that 
have  begun.     I  will  retain  a  close  personal  interest  in  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library.     I  believe  it  is  becoming  one  of  the 
truly  great  libraries  in  the  West.

MARTELLE  NAMED

Harold  D.  Martelle  was  named  Acting  City  Librarian.  He  will  assume 
that  position  upon  Mr.  Holman's  departure.

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"Also,   the  Commission  takes  this  opportunity  to  extend  our 
aratitude  to  the  entire  staff  who  worked  for  so  many  months  in  pre- 
paration of  the  ALA  Conference.     Your  efforts  did  not  go  unnoticed. 
It  was  a  great  success!"

126,292  volumes  were  added  to  the  SFPL  collection  during  1966-67, 
the  largest  number  ever  added  in  one  year.     60,281  volumes  were  dis- 
carded during  the  year  so  that  the  library  now  holds  a  total  of 
1,111,239  volumes* 

There  are  606,236  volumes  in  the  Main  Library.     Both  Mission  and 
Richmond  have  more  than  25,0  00  volumes  and  rank  as  the  largest  branches. 
Ocean  View  (9,040)   and  Glen  Park   (9,626)   are  the  smallest  branches. 
Western  Addition  added  the  most  volumes   (9,779)    last  year  and  now  has 
a  collection  of  17,666.     (Western  Addition  is  the  only  branch  that 
didn't  discard  a  single  book.) 

There  were  17,394  new  titles  added  last  year  to  bring  the  total 
number  of  titles  in  our  collection  to  326  ,644  .  ..^

The  $447,235  earlier  approved  for  the  LSCA  project  has  been 
released  and  is  now  available  to  be  spent  over  the  coming  two 
years . 

McNamee  Named 

As  previously  reported  Dick  Coenenberg  will  serve  as  Project 
Director.     It  was  announced  this  week  that  Gil  McNamee  will  serve 
as  Assistant  Project  Director.     Gil  will  remain  in  Science  and 
Technology  working  on  his  new  job  only  part-time,  until  a  replace- 
ment can  be  found  and  assigned  to  Science  and  Technology. 

Name  Chosen 

After  long  and  serious  consideration  it  has  been  decided  to 
refer  to  this  project  as  BARC,  which  stands  for  Bay  Area  Refer- 
ence Center.     Descriptions  including  terms  such  as  project  and 
system  are  now  obsolete. 

The  BARC  communications  center  will  be  located  on  the  sec- 
ond floor,  adjacent  to  the  General  Reference  Department  offices. 
Teletype,   facsimile-transmission,  and  other  electronic  equipment 
will  be  located  in  that  area.     A  teletype  unit  has  already  been 
delivered  and  will  go  "on-line"  to  the  North  Bay  Cooperative 
libraries  as  soon  as  the  Department  of  Public  Works  can  install 
electrical  outlets  and  conduits. 

BARC  administrative  offices  will  be  located  at  the  far  end 
of  the  area  presently  devoted  to  bound  newspaper  stacks  on  the 
third  floor.     Office  partitions  and  telephone  lines  will  have 
to  be  installed  and  office  furniture  and  equipment  obtained 
before  BARC  moves.     In  the  meantime  Dick  Coenenberg  will  main-

tain  his  office  in  the  Librarian's  Office,  ext.  4235. 
Staff  Needed 

BARC  manning  requirements  call  for  assignment  of  eight  pro- 
fessional librarians   (3630)   and  applications  are  now  being  ac- 
cepted for  these  positions.     These  jobs  will  be  filled  either 
from  the  present  staff  or  by  hiring  new  people.     Those  who  are 
interested  should  submit  a  written  request  for  assignment  to 
BARC  to  their  supervisor,  with  copies  to  Personnel  and  to  Mr. 
Martelle,  by  September  15. 

Applications  for  assignment  to  BARC  should  include  a  brief 
resume  of  the  candidate's  qualifications  and  experience  and  their 
reasons  for  applying.     Applications  will  be  considered  in  line  with 
the  following  criteria: 

1.  Qualifications  for  duties  involved  with  BARC. 

2.  Effect  of  transfer  on  present  public  service  needs. 

3.  Availability  of  replacement  for  present  position. 

Job  Description 

Duties:  Librarians  assigned  to  BARC  will  have  regular,  sub- 
ject department  assignments,  but  will  be  released 
as  needed  for  project  staff  programs.     They  may 
also  be  assigned  particular  areas  of  the  collections 
to  develop  within  departments  in  relation  to  BARC 
goals.      (All  SFPL  librarians  will  be  involved  to 
some  degree  with  BARC,  regardless  of  whether  they 
are  paid  from  City  or  from  BARC  funds.)     BARC  staff 
members  must  be  willing  to  travel  and  work  in  North 
Bay  Libraries  for  short  periods  on  an  exchange  basis. 
(Usually  1-3  days,  with  per  diem  expenses  paid.) 

Status  and  Pay:     Librarians  will  maintain  their  present 

civil  service  status  and  salary.     Working  for  BARC 
will  not  affect  normal  pay  increments  or  promotion- 
al opportunities. 

BARC  Assignments:  Assignments  will  be  made  by  the  Project 

Director  and  may  change  from  time  to  time  depending 
on  the  needs  of  the  project.     In  general,  BARC  staff

will  be  assigned  to  subject  departments  or  else- 
where, according  to  the  work  load  generated  by  BARC . 

Library  Material  Funds 

BARC  has  $100,000  for  purchase  of  library  materials  to  en- 
rich SFPL  collections.     $50,000  will  be  spent  this  year  and  a 
like  amount  next  year.     These  funds  will  be  used  to  purchase 
special  reference  materials  in  the  following  categories  (listed 
in  order  of  priority) : 

A.  Back  files  of  periodicals   (Reprint,  Microfilm  or  O.P.) 

B.  Materials  directly  related  to  BARC  staff  assignments 
in  developing  special  subject  areas. 

C.  Bibliographies  and  other  special  materials  which  we  would 
would  not  be  able  to  purchase  from  regular  funds. 

Subject  department  heads  have  already  been  asked  to  start 

developing  lists  of  materials  to  be  purchased  by  BARC. 

EXCELSIOR  OPENING  APPROVED 

At  their  September  5  meeting  the  Library  Commission  approved 
opening  of  the  new  Excelsior  Branch  building  for  limited  ser- 
vice on  October  2.     As  books,  equipment  and  furniture  have  not 
arrived,  Anne  Kincaid  and  her  staff  will  be  "camping  out"  for 
the  first  few  weeks.     As  soon  as  things  get  organized  plans  will 
be  made  for  a  formal  dedication  and  opening.

GOOD  NEWS 

In  a  year  when  your  property  taxes   (or  rent) ,  your  state 
income  tax,  the  tax  on  cigarettes,   the  tax  on  booze  and  your 
federal  income  tax  are  all  going  up  Up  UP   ...it  is  a  pleasure 
to  let  you  know  that  one  cost  is  going  down. 

Last  week  the  Health  Service  System  announced  a  reduction  in 
the  amount  that  City  employees  pay  for  their  health  insurance. 
Those  covered  under  Plan  I  will  pay  $1.30  less  each  month  in  the 
future.     Those  covered  by  Plan  II  will  pay  $1.20  less  each  month 
and  those  on  Plan  IV  will  pay  $1.16  less.

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NEW  BOOK  RETURN  POLICY 

Effective  on  Monday,  December  4,  SFPL  will  adopt  a  "univer- 
sal return"  policy.     Thereafter,  patrons  will  be  allowed  to 
return  borrowed  library  materials  to  any  SFPL  facility,  no  mat- 
ter where  they  were  checked  out. 

Our  "borrow  it  here  -  return  it  here"  policy  has  been  a 
great  source  of  natron  complaints  and  we  are  very  pleased  to  be 
able  to  return  to  the  "universal  return"  system. 

This  improvement  of  service  has  been  made  possible  through 
the  recent  acquisition  of  a  new  pick-up  truck.     Two  men  will  man 
the  truck  Monday  through  Thursday  evenings,   5  to  9  pm.     They  will 
pick  up  books  and  bring  them  to  the  Main  Library  sorting  room. 
The  following  evening  they  will  deliver  those  books  to  the  prop- 
er facility  and  pick  up  others  to  be  so  transferred.      (In  other 
words ,  no  part  of  this  service  will  be  carried  out  through  the 
normal  branch  delivery  system.) 

Complete  information  on  the  "universal  return"  system  is 
beina  prepared  and  will  be  distributed  for  addition  to  your 
Library  Manual. 

NOTICE:     There  will  be  no  public  announcement  of  this  service 

until  we  have  tested  it  and  smoothed  out  any  bugs  that 
develop. 

LIBRARY  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  FUNDS 

In  196  3  the  Legislature  adopted  what  has  become  known  as 
the  California  Public  Librarv  Development  Act.     Under  that 
legislation  a  formula  was  established  whereby  the  state  would 
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provide  funds  for  library  development  in  California  equal  to  a 
percentage  of  the  total  budgets  of  all  public  libraries  in  the 
state. 

In  1965  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  received  a  per- 
capita  grant  of  $60,450  under  this  program  which  was  used  to 
strengthen  our  reference  collections.     In  1966  we  received  $30,000 
which  is  being  used  to  set  up  the  EDP  periodical  control  program. 

The  last  legislature,  under  the  formula,  could  have  appro- 
priated up  to  $5,600,000  for  this  program.     Actually  the  Assembly 
recommended  an  amount  of  $3,900,000  and  the  Senate  approved 
$800,000.     A  Conference  Committee  compromised  at  $1,200,000.... 
but  Governor  Reagan  cut  this  back  to  $800,000  for  1968-69. 

It  has  been  reported  that  this  appropriation  will  not 
support  those  programs  already  undertaken  under  the  act  and 
that  many  of  them  face  drastic  cutbacks.     These  funds  are  also 
necessary  to  develop  California  library  service  along  the  lines 
laid  out  by  the  iMartin-Bowler  Report,  which  includes  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  Regional  Reference  Center  in  San  Francisco. 
No  progress  towards  this  goal  will  be  possible  at  the  present 
level  of  appropriations. 

Earlier  this  month  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  Com- 
mission and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a  resolution  ad- 
dressed to  the  Governor  urging  him  to  consider  a  significant 
increase  in  this  appropriation. 

It  would  seem  to  be  entirely  appropriate  if  staff  members 
and  their  friends  would  desire  to  correspond  with  the  Governor 
or  their  representatives  in  the  Legislature  urging  a  reconsider- 
ation of  the  appropriation  for  the  California  Public  Library 
Development  Act  program.
